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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 3-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. Note that claims 4-10 are deemed allowable based upon their 
dependency of claim 3. APPLICANT IS SUBJECT TO PROSECUTION HISTORY 
ESTOPPEL THAT THE PHRASE "SUBSTANTIALLY BACK-TO-BACK" precludes 
forming an insulating layer between masking steps. This is critical to the Examiner's 
determination of allowable subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Takahashi et al 

('563) 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
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CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 



1. (Original) A method of forming an active device, the method comprising: performing a first 
patterning operation having a first pattern on a first plurality of layers, the first patterning 
operation defining a first feature of the active device (CoL5, lines: 10-30) and 

performing a second patterning operation having a second pattern different from the first pattern 
on at least one patterned layer of the first plurality of layers, the second patterning operation 
defining a second feature of the active device, wherein the first and second patterning operations 
are performed substantially back-to-back (Col.5, lines: 10-30) 

2. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein the first patterning operation includes: etching the 
first plurality of layers into a first plurality of strips oriented in a first direction (Col.5, lines: 10- 
55- although not explicit- the etch is made depth wise- the y direction)
